wife, sister and other persons ha 
reoently been published in Germany 
In this correspondence, which in 
eludes the period from 1841 to 1870 
we behold the Prince from a pom 
of view diametrically opposed to the 
OB* from which the world has been 
tattgbt to look ».t him. 
In the firs 
letter of the .-.cries, wln.'li is ad 
dressed to his only sister Mnlwine 
Afterward Countess of Arnini, h 
writes: 
" I have just received your boots 


and while they are being packed u] 
I write to Jet you know that I am 
well. * * * If tho boots don' 
fit, I «m very sorry for it; you die 
not My how they were to be made 
so I had them ma'Tc jnst liko the ol< 
ones." 
In another letter ho says 
"Bernhard [!"s elder brother] ad 


Tides me to go to Prussia. I should 
like to know what he reilly menus 
He insists that, by inclination am 
temperament, I am cat out forpolit 
icftl life, and that sooner or later I 
should adopt it." 


He seems, in f.ict, when young,

Again he writes to his sister on 


one occasion:

While Bismarck was Landratli of 


the circle of Nangard he chiefl/ re- 
•ide'd at Kniephaf, a knight)/ estate 
in I'oxnerania, vhich, together with 
the estate of Jarcnelin, had been as 
aigned to Mm when, in 1841, a divi 
aion of the paternal estates took place. 
His eld«r brother, Bernhard ron Bis- 
marck, retained the estate of Kulz- 
Bnt after the death of the elder Bis. 
marck in

U* Margrave John George, that 
they found themselves obliged to 
assent to an exchange of estate; the 
representatives of the then eldei 
nee of ike Bi«marcks accepted the 
Abbey of Coevese.and the represen- 
tative* of the younger raco accepted 
Bohoahausen and Fischbeck. But 
though the family had lost their 
tanooa preserves, they remained 
keen sportsmen for all that; and the 
paasion f or tho pursuit has descended 
to the present Prince Minister.

"Secondly, a dress, at about one

fan worth the tnoney, and -which 
rattles loudly, buy it; but don't give 
more than ten dollars; I cannot bear 
the things.

"If you will remain a chaiming 


sister, buy all this, and send it di 
roctly by fast train." 


Just a jour after, in December 


1838, he addressed his sister again 
writing: 


"I should like to make Johanna a 


present of a bracelet; the kind I am 
thinking of is broad, smooth, coat 
of-mail like, pliable, and formed o: 
small square nieces of gold, put to 
gether in imitation of the fields of a 
chessboard, without jewels, pure 
gold, as heavy as you can get it for 
about two hundred dollars. If you 
meet with another shape which yon 
like better, I have every confidence 
in your table, 
be in fashion, 
count give it 


Though a thing may 
I do not on tLst ac 
the preference; one 


keeps it generally longer than the 
faahion lasts. 


Please send it to me, under cover

old gentleman might take it for a 
light attention to himself." 


The above extracts show the af- 


fectionate husband, anxious to give 
ais wife pleasure; yol we can see 
;hat they are written by a man whose 
;ime is taken up with more import- 
ant concerns, for, though written al 
Frankfort, where shops are plenti- 
ful, Bismorck has neither time nor 
nclination to go and select the arti- 
cles himself, and so he entiusts the 
matter to his sister. 


Bismarck at that time was Prussian 


Ambassador to the Diet of Frank- 
'ort. He had gone there in May. 
.851, as First Secretary of the Em- 
>assy, and in the August following 
received the rank of Ambassador. 


A STATESMAN'S BECBEATION. 


In a letter to his wife dated Frank- 
!ort, the 8th of July, 1851,he writes: 
" I have just returned from a walk 


n which, in the balmy air of a 
summer's night, moonlight and the 
rustling of poplar trees, I have rub 
>ed off the dust of official deeds and 
documents. On Saturday, I rode 
with Rowchow and Lynax to Bu- 
desheim, where I took a boat, and 
hen, by tho light of the moon, swam 
as far as the Mouse Tower, where 
he wicked bishop perished. There 
3 something very romantic in lying 
thus in a still, warm night in the 
water slowly drifted along by ths 
stream, and to see above the sky, 
with xcoon and stars, and to the right 
and left the wooded mountain tops 
and embattled towers, and to hear 
nothing but the gentle splash of 
your own movements. I should 
ike to have such a swim every 
night." 


Here is the description of an in- 


terior: 


"I sit here [atOfenj breakfasting 


alone, and smoking, in a very spa- 
cious apartment, of four rooms, all 
with, massive vaulted ceilings, walls 
as thick as those at Bchonhausen, 
,igactic walnut presses, the furni- 
nre covered in blue silk, and on the 
loor a profusion of large black spots, 
which a more excited imagination 
ban mine might take for blood, bnt 
which I most decidedly declare to

AFTEB SEDAN. 


We cannot more appropriately 


onclude these selections from Bis- 
marck's private correspondence than 
>y giving the translation of a letter, 
irhich indeed has already been pub- 
ished in England—not that we are 
ware of the fact from personal ex- 
Mrience or heresay—but it seems to 
o us almost an impossibility that it 
iould not have been so published, 
ince the letter, addressed to the 
[inister's wife, bnt intercepted by 
16 French Franclireurs, appeared in 
French newspaper. Its date and

municipal area. Berkeley, Ternescil 
and c ther suburbs will be absorbed, 
and a city from forty to fifty square 
miles in extent will bo the result at 
no distant day. The land upon which 
Oaklank stands was conveyed by the 
Mexican Government to one of its 
citizens, Louis M. Peralta, in the 
vear 1822. The domain remained in 
possession of Peralta and his sons 
until 1852, when it was sold, and 
came into the possession of several 
American citizens. On tho 4th of 
May, 1852, the Governor of the State 
approved an act incorporating the 
Town of Oakland. 


THE CITY ORGANIZED. 


So rapidly did the young town 


progress, that a city government be- 
came desirable, the more fully to 
protect the interests of the people, 
and on tho 25th of March, 1854, an 
act incorporating the city of Oak- 
land was approved by the Governor. 
The vote polled at the first charter 
election was three hundred and 
sixty-eight, indicating a population 
of about one thousand. Adult male 
citizens predominated at that early 
day. Oakland was now fairly started 
upon a career of organized progress. 
The first Mayor wa? Mr. H. W. Car- 
pentier, who delivered his first mes- 
sage April 9th, 1854. From the 
date of its incorporation to the pres- 
ent day Oakland has constantly pro- 
gressed, at times slowly and at other 
times with marvelous rapidity. A 
firm and well founded belief has al- 
ways prevailed among the leading 
men of Oakland that the city was 
destined to a brilliant future. Al- 
ready are the predictions of her pio- 
neers being fulled. That great draw- 
back to her prosperity, laok of speedy 
and certain communication with San 
Francisco has been removed. The 
improvement of her harbor to an ex- 
tent that shall enable the largest 
ships to come up alongside her 
wharves is progressing, and will soon 
ho an accomplished fact. 


ADMIRABLE LOCATION. 


Oakland lias been described as the 


most beautiful city on the American 
continent. Certainly it is one of the 
most attractive. The site consists of 
a plain, gently sloping from the 
waters of the bay to the neighbor- 
hood of the foot-hills, where the 
surface becomes more undulating 
and is, in some places, diversified 
by considerable elevations. The rise 
to the northward and westward 
throughout Central Oakland is so 
gradual that to the eye of 
the 


observer 
it 
is 
imperceptible, 


yet it is amply sufficient to al- 
low the perfection of a system 
of drainage, which is being rapidly 
inaugurated upon a definite scien- 
tific plan. On First street, north of 
San Antonio Creek, the natural ele- 
vation above -high water mark is at 
the intersection of Webster street, 
two feet eight inches, rising to eight 
feet nine inches at Second street, to 
twelve feet four inches at Third 
street, to fifteen feet at Fourth street, 
to eighteen feet eight inches at Fifth 
street, to twenty-four fent five inches 
at Sixth street, to twenty-seven feet 
nine inches at Seventh street, to 
thirty feet nine inches at Eighth 
street, to thirty-two feet eight inches 
at Ninth street, to thirty-five feet five 
inches at Tenth street, to thirty-six 
feet eight inches at Eleventh street, 
whence the decline is toward Lake 
Merritt. 
Tho above illustration of 


the "lay of the land" is generally 
applicable to all the level portion of 
Oakland, and shows at a glance 
admirable drainage facilities. 
The 


attention of strangers whose first 
impressions, derived from the eye 
alone, may lead them to suppose 
that the city is located upon a dead 
level is called to these figures. 


A GRAND GARDEN. 


The present aspect of Oakland is 


that of an extended village. The 
entire plain was originally covered 
with a luxuriant growth of majestic 
live oaks, and great care has been 
taken, both by the municipal authori- 
ties and the citizens, to preserve 
them. The streets ar? shaded by

Mid the cottage from the rays of the 
sun, and their giant arms protect 
from tke power of the storm. The 
effect upon the eye of euch a rast 
mass of graceful foliage is pleasant 
in the extreme. A few moments 
walk aside from any of the principal 
business streets, brings one into an 
atmosphere of repose and rural quiet. 
While nature has done so much to 
render this spot attractive, the skill 
Hid enterprise of the arborculturist 
liai greatly increased and diversified 
its beauty.

amid such surroundings 


must of necessity be colored to the 
scene, and be infinitely more enjoya- 
ble than amid the dust and din and 
whirling sand of the peninsular city. 


SCENIC VIEWS. 


The natural scenery of Oakland 


and her suburbs is surpassingly 
beautiful. 
The bay in its front 


stxejtches to the northward and tho 
southward, dotted with its clear, 
sharply outlined islands, and out to 
that magnificent portal, tlio Golden 
Gate; the promontories of Mariu lift 
their rugged surface to tho sky on 
the far right, while the whole picture 
is set as in frame by the encircling 
San Pablo range of lofty and pictur- 
esque hills. These hills approach 
in some instances the dignity of 
mountains, and are seamed through- 
out with the paths of impetuous 
water courses, full in winter, but 
only little rills during the summer. 
The variety of scene is so great and 
and the range so extended that the 
eye need never be surfeited. 


CLIMATE. 


Tho climate is equable; there die 


no extremes of heat or cold. 
Snow- 


never falls but rarely is the ground 
whitened by frost. 
The fierce winds 


:hat sweep over the opposite penin- 
sula lose their force and their chill 
and come to us as moderate breezes 
;o cool the heat of the summer sun. 
Vegetation flourishes throughout the 
year, aud the greenest and most en- 
joyable season is that of so-called 
winter. 


COMMEIK-IAI.. 


The commercial 
importance of 


Oakland is dependent upon the com- 
pletion of her harbor improvements. 
The bulk of the grain and wool pro- 
ducts of California will sock this 
port as the most natural and con- 
venient point for shipment, and the 
productions of foreign countries for 
shipment, over the Central Pacific 
Railroad 
will 
bo landed at our 


wharfs so soon as the work now in 
progress is completed. From July 
1st to December 3.1st, 1875, thirty 
vessels were loaded with wheat for 
Europe at the Oakland Wharf. The 
amount reached 140,128,000 pounds 
or 70,064 tons. The receipt of coal 
were 715,463 tons.

aggregated over twenty million feet.

this city presents many peculiar ad- 
vautages, prominent among which 
are her unequalled railroad, facilities, 
and the feasibility of procuring for 
all time an abundance of cheap fuel.
